Right Hand, and bis Left Hand to Heaven ; and ſware 
by Him, that Liveth for Ever and Ever ; T hat it ſhall 
be (For) or (Unto) Time, and Times and Half ; And 

. when He ſhall have Accompliſhed ( or in the Finiſhing ) 
to ſcatter the Power (or Hand) of the Holy People 5 All 
theſe things ſhall be Finiſhed. 


Heſe words are an Anſwer made by the Great High 
Prieſt aud Apoſtle of our Profeſſion, who orders All Times 
in Grace to his Church : Heasthe High Prieſt Mediates 
on his Sacrifice ; and as the Grand Apoſtle teaches His ; 

He therefore appears, The Mar in Linen, who continued Appear- 
ing and Speaking from Day. 10.5, And Leading on through 
All the Inter-current State of the World, from the 7hird Tear 
of Cyrus, to the very Glory of the Kingdom of the Firlt Reſar- 
redtion, B And

tions of the World, and the Kingdoms of it, often compared to 
Waters, and like to Rivers running on in a ſtrait Courſe of 


Time ; of which Hiddekel, was now a Type ; The Angels in 


the mean while, ſtood each on the Bank of that River, op- 
poſite one to the other, in the moſt awful Attendance. 

The Queſtion was, Unto how ws Be End of theſe Wouders ? 
Viz. The Wonders 'of Chrifts Xingaom to be Accompliſhed, 

The Anſwer is given by the Maz Cloathed in Linnen, as the 
Great Palmoni, the Wonderful Numberer > Giving under a moſt 
folema Oath, that very Principal Part of the Grand Lzze of 
2300 Eves, Morns, Dan. 8. viz. The 7ime, Times, Half Time, fo- 
often and fo varioufly exprefled by 1260 Days Twice, and by 
Forty Two Moons Twice alſo, and Included in the 1290, and 
2335 Days ; That Line ſhall run out before the End of the 
Wonders, and that then they ſhall be Finiſhed or Perfected, is 
the Anſwer upon Oath, 

Now in that, Chriſt Gives this in a Line of Time, It ought 
to be ConneQed, with what he had given before, as part of 
the 2300 Eves, Morns, and with what follows in Numbers of 
Time to the very End of Time, or of Days, as it 1s called, The 
Exd of the Days, v. 13. And fo it isto be Joyned to the 70 Weeks; 
or 490 Years with the Time of the Words, Going forth given 
Dan. 9. And moſt ftrittly and precifely to the Half Week, or 


the middle point of the Laſt Week, or Seven Years; which ' 


was about the Vernal Fqainox or Paſcha, at which Meſſiah cauſed 
Sacrifice to Ceaſe, by his own Sacrifice ; Dying, and Riſing. 
again, v.27. ; ; 

At this very point of Time entred the Time of Sealing, ac- 
cording to that of Daniel, Chap. 9. Meſiah was at his Death, to 
Seal up Viſion and Prophecy, v. 24. : 

The Queſtion is therefore by Divine Wiſdom: diſposg'd imme-- 
diately, after Daxie] was Commanded to Seal the Book ; Plainly 
Intimating, That ſpaceof Time given in the Revelation, (the 
Time of the opening the Seeles ; The laft: of which Brought in. 
the Seven Trumpets; ) And this Indifled Time, Times, and Half 
with: them. ( as. isto be ſhewn in the. following, Diſcourſe J 
Tut:

run along in the ſix firſt Trumpets. This General order of 
things I have thus given in a brief view (being what I have 
more at large Diſcourſed and Elfewhere Argued ; ) but 1s not 
the Buſineſs of the preſent Intention ; which is to ſhew by. the 
Admirable Frame of this Part of the Line of Time ; That it 


muſt be juſt upon the Expiring, and that therefore the pre- 


ſent Perſecution of Proteſtancy in France, and other Parts is 


the Accompliſhing to ſeatter the Holy People, and then Times of 


Finiſhing (hall come in 3 For the making out of this, thele, 
four things are to be done. 

1. The ſenſe of Accomplifhing to frattey the Holy People, is to 
be duely enquir'd into. 

2. The Accompliſhing, or Finiſhing the Wonders, is as exaltly 
alſo to be Stated. | 

3- The Time, Times and Half, are to be examin'd with all Cy- 
riouſneſs of Enquiry into every thing, the Divine Spiris of 
Prophecy hath pointed to in them, as to their Name, Nature 
and Curious Frame, their Ends, the Solemnity of the Oath 
conſtituting them, the manner of their Indiftion, their Begin- 
ning, Continuance, and End. 

4. To conſider (by way of Application of theſe Heads ) the 
Nature, and Kind of the Perſecution of Proteſtancy, as it is 
now eſpecially in France, and the Aſſurances we gan ColleR, 
that the Times and Hef are now Expiring, and that there- 
fore, the Accompliſhing to ſcatter is now at an End, and the 


contrary Accompliſhing is now really to come on. 


1. For the Firſt and Second Particulars, the ſenſe of the 4c- 
compliſhing to ſcatter, with which may be joyn'd the Finiſbing 
the Wonders, it is to be, known ; That One, and the ſame 
Word in the Zebrew, 7D, is uſed for the Finiſhing of ſcat« 
tering, and then Finiſhing of Wonders ; But that Word hath 
two very, not only different, but contrary ſenſes ; There is 8 
Finiſhing, or Accompliſhing that ſpeaks the Defailance of that 
Power, and AQtvity, that is in AQtion ; fo Pal. 73. 26. My 
Heart faileth, the very Word us'd here for Accomplifhiyg, &c. On 
the other ſide, there is a Finiſbimg, that ſpeaketh the Conſums 
mation, and Perfe&tion of the Effect Rtill remaining ; an Ex- 
ample of which we have, 1 Chron. 28, 20. David aid to Solo-

mow, The Lord will not fail thee ; Till thou haſt fizizhed (the very 
Word uſed here, for Finiſhing) all the Work for the Service of 
the Houſe, of the Lord : The ſenſe then of the Accompliſhing or 
Finiſhing to ſcatter, is ſuch a Finiſhing as brings all ſcattering, 
and the Power, by which it is made, to a perte&t Conſumprion, 
"23, or Conſumptionof ſcattering, and End of any ſuch ſcattering : 
But the finiſhing of theſe, viz. The Wonders, is the bringing 
them to their higheſt Perfection and Glory for ever to remain ; 
So there is a great Elegancy in the oppoſition between a Fin- 
ishing of utter Conſumptiow and Ceſſation of ſcattering, and the 
finiſhing (to their Higheſt Perfection) of Wonders, each of 
which will come into a further remark, and yet borh expreſſed 
in one, and the ſame Word. | 

I come therefore now to the Third, the cloſe Examinati- 
on of 7 ime, Times, and Half-a Time, now propos'd, and Herein 
I ſhall endeavour, Firſt, to conſider the ſignificancy of the 
Words, as uſed 1a Scripture. 

2. To Diſcourſe on the IndifFionatereſs of them, or that the pro- 
per force of the Word Tndifion, as a Character of time is intended 
by them; Herein 1 will firſt conſider the Denomination, and 
the Significancy of the Words, the Spirit of God hath choſen 
to expreſs them in.; And I find thoſe to be TV, tm, 17, 
Time Condicted, or Indifted ;. Tizze,. Times, and a Half, viz, Of 
Indifted Time ; And fo Buxtorf, a Great Maſter in the Hebrew 
Tongue, gives the ſignification- of "yw ; And rhe Radical Verb 
"1» » He Conditted, or Indifted Time, or Place ; But the 
Words we have now to do with in-this Oath, and its Line of 
| Time, may be moſt properly Render'd a 7 ime of” Indiftion, T imes 
of Indiftien, a Half Time of Indittion. Pointing upon the Chro- 
nological uſe of the Word : And:tha' Iknow, Chronologers are. nor 
zpreed. concerning the Original uſe, or proper uſe of the Word 
Indifion; Yet I have Great Reaſons to believe the very thing, 
as well as the Word had a much Elder place in Divine ord? 
nation, than in after Times, and that there had not been ſuch 
a:thing, or 2 word ſignifying ſuch a thing, had not this Pro- 
phecy had: uſe. and ſervice for. it-in Relation to the very Time, 
wherein- it came into; uſe, and: Providence. accordingly brought. 
it. io, as is. more to. be. Infiſted. on in the following Diſcourſe. .

t obſerve then, the General uſe of this Word in Scripture is 
Appropriate to Times of extraordinary figntficancy, and of. 
moſt Preciſe and Fixed Appointment ; Thus the Divine Spirit 
is pleas'd to apply it to the Seaſons, for the diſtinguiſhing of 
which he appointed the Lights of Heaven, and which ſhould con- 
ſtantly Indict thoſe Times and Seaſons, this 1s the firſt uſe of the- 
Word, and it is as early as the Creation, and the Hiſtory of it ; 
Gey. 1. 14. Which gives a great value to the Importance of the 
Word ; In the very midſt of the Plagues on Egypr, when the 
Murrain on the Cattel of Egypt, was to be ſent by Divine 
Hand ; That it might be more Convittive on {/rae/, and even 
on Pharoah, the Lord appointed a Set Time, the very word here 
usd, Exod. 9. 5. The ſolemn Times, and Feaſts for Aſſemblies are. 
very often expreſſed by the very ſame Word, as the Learned in 
that Languape very well know, as Levir. 23. 2. When the ſeve- 
ral ſolemn times Appointed by God to that People, are Recoun- 
ted in a Chapter on purpoſe, this very word is a Title put. 
upon them All : Speak (faith God to Moſes) to the Children f Iſ- 
racl, and ſay unto them : The Solemnities of the Lord, which. 
ye ſhall Proclaim. to be Holy Convocations, theſe are the. very So- 
lemmities; Where this Word is twice uſed ; and ſo he goes on to 
every Particular So/emnity. The Laſt Inſtance I will give becauſe 
it is in a caſe of ſo cloſe, {even) Union with. this of Danzel, is 
Hab. 2.3. The Vifion is for an Appointed Time ;. There we have 
this very ſame Word; That we might Tranſlate for (Appointed) 
Indifted Time ; And the YVifton, the Prophet is upon, is the Viſion 
of the Glory, and the Kingdom of Chriſt ;. and the deſtruQion 
of Myſtical Babilon, a Type of which was the deſtru&ion of Lie- 
teral Babilon, and the Reſtoration of Litteral. Jeruſalem; And that 
thoſe were but Types, we have two aſſurances in this Viſion. 

I. Before the full Accompliſhment of this Viſion ; It is Pro- 
pheſyed, verſe 14 The Earth sbal/ be filed with the Knowledge of 
the Lord, and of his Glory, as the Waters Cover. the Sea; Which 
hath never yet been fulfiPd, as it ſhall be 3 The Viſion there- 
fore muſt look beyond any thing between, to.the very. Glory.of

For even after the firſt 
Appearance of Chriſt in the Fleſh, which of any time was likeſt 
to fulfil this of Habaeuc. It is ſtill faid 3 He that hall come, 
will come, and will not tarry; As if he had not come as yet, in 
the Great ſenſe intended at that time ; now then to ſay, the 
Viſion is for Indicted Time, is to ſay in fumm, and ſhort ; The 
Viſion is for an Indified Time, for Indifted Times, for Indifed 
Half Time ; So long it will be, before it ſpeak, but at the 
End of the Days, and the End ſpoken of here in Danie/, It 
will ſpeak and will not Lye ; Is will ſurely come, It will not tarry, 
Wherein even to ſeveral' of the very ſelf ſame Words, The 
Mines x of Habacuc and of Daniel, are the ſame in ſenſe and 
words. 
By all this then, It undeniably appears ; Theſe times are 
moſt preciſely and ſtrialy Limited times ; They cannot be lon- 
ger or ſhorter ; And that they are times of great Solemaity, 
of great Purpoſes, Ends, and Deſignation : And beyond all this, 
thele times are times, that may be properly call'd, Indittiows, 
and ſo lead to the very times intended by them ; which fell 
under the ufe of that Charafter of time, calld Izdi#ion, or 
the Account of time by Indidtions, as is further to be made out 
in the following Diſcourſe. : 2 

2. Theſe Times and Haff, are plainly given with the Empha- 
ſis of Deſignation, Conſtitution, and Appointment by the Greek 
Words, Kaig@-,»igu, iuacv xeigs, Lppointed Time, Appointed Times, 
Appointed Half Time, which as much, as any Greek word can 
do, ſignifies Conſtituted, Appointed Time, and as much as can 
be, agrees with the Zebrew in Daniel as now Explained ; and 
puts us out of doubt ; If any can make a doubt of it, that the 
Half in Daniel intends the Half Time, It 1s fully expreſſed, 
Rev. 12. 14. ; 

And tho it is true, this word Kays: bath nothing, that figni- 
fies Judiction ;, as a Charater of Time, that ſhould be in uſe 
together with it, or at the ſame Time ; Yet we find that 
the Times, and Half are affigned to the Flight, and ſtay of the 
Woman in the Wilderneſs in her Place, where The'ts Vourichen, 
and that in the very ſame Chap, v: 6. The Flight, the Wilder- 
neſs, the place prepared of God, The being Fed, (hews every 

way 
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way one, and the fame Time, as to the main Intention, how-. 
ever differently Repreſented ; and the time is there reſolved into 
1260 Days, which give Light in ſeveral Great Particulars to. 
the Times and Half. j | ;

4. of a Day for a Tear, the ſpace of the 7imes and 
Half to be 1260 Years ; The Time 360, The Times 720, The 
Half Time 180, So the Time is a Year of Years, and proporti- 
onably the Two Times and the Half. The Seven Times, that 
is, Years of Nebuchadnezars Deliration made way to Interpret 
Times into Tears, and a Prophetical Time of Times, or a Tear 
of Tears, at the Round of -360 Days to a Year, which 360 
Days to a Year, is the expreſs meaſure of 1260, juſt full ſolar 
Years. They ſhew the 129o Days, Dan. 12. Are 1260, with 
the Addition of Thirty, and ſo the 1335, with the Addition of: 
45 to 1290, Day. 12. I, &c. 

3. That which ts very Great and Immediate to the Point 
we are upon, and the ſecond Point propoſed to be Diſcourſed 
concerning this Oath and the 7imes and Half; The Times and. 
Falf Valued than thus at 1260 Days, when we cloſely conſi-- 
der Them, they fall ſocafily intono Number as that of Fifteens; So 
doth each Part, the 360 of the 77, the 720 of the Two 7imes, 
the 180 of the Half Time; So falls the whole and each Part, 
Diſtributed into their. Half Parts, into the Fourth, or Quarter. 
Parts ; ſeeing then Fifteen Years was the Meaſure of an Indi 
onz It aſſures, the Hebrew words of Time, Times, and Half Time 
are properly tranſlated Indiftions ; And the ſo very proper- 
Tranſlation of the words into Indiffed Times, gives aſſurance, . 
they are the ſame ipace of Time with the 1260 ; And that, 
what ſpace of Time was ſo Notorioufly Stil'd I:di#7on, is tobe 
fought in the 1260 Days, Into which the Times are Expounded > 
and when we find them in Hiſtory Ready, Theſe two mutually In-. 
lighten and Aſſure each other. Now that this ſo eaſy Reſolu- 
tion of the 1:60 into Fifreens could not be by- Chance, or- 
any Caſual Fall of Numbers,. one. iato another, I. ſhall ſtrongly: 
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x. Becauſe nothing of any kind whatever, Nor of this kind: 


worry could be by chance to the Infinitely wiſe, and all 
owing Spirit of Prophecy ; who gives to All, who have it, 
Arithmetick Wiſdom ; And therefore when he gave that Num- 
ber, knew all that was comprehended in it ; He therefore knew 
and defign'd the Fifteens, even as the 1260, from which they 
derive, for his own high Ends. 

2 The Addition of Thirty to Twelve Hundred Sixty, Co-ex- 
tended with the Times and Half, as hath been made out from 
Rev. 12. Making them Twelve Hundred Ninety, and the Additi- 
on of Forty Five to Twelve Hundred Ninety, making them 
Thirteew Hundred Thirty Five, prove the Particular Regards, 
The Divine Spirit had to Fifreens, that as the Numbers added 
ſo Immediately to the Times and Half, plainly ſhew, Thoſe 
Times and Half, were Twelve Hundred Sixty in their Value 
and Effet; fo the Additions by Fifteens ſhew their true juſt 
Natural Diſtribution into Fifteens, and the Great and Deſigned 
Reſpect, the Spirit of Prophecy had to Fifteens. 

3. The further ſearch, and Penetration into the 1260 thus 
diſtributed into Fifteens, diſcovers, that the 1ſr «e/itish, and Apoſtos 
lical Twelve, and the Sabbatice ſeven Multiplyed one by ano- 
ther, zwelve into ſeven, ſeven into twelve, are Engrafted into Fif- 


reens of the 1260 ; For either Twelve times Seven Fifteens, or Se- 


wen times Twelve Fifteens, make twelve hundred fixty ; Now when 
we obſerve, how much wiſdom the Spirit of Prophecy hath laid 
up in Numbers in the Prophecy of the Revelation, in the Num- 
ber rwelve, in the Number ſever, in the Number of the Beaft ; It is 
no mean Argument, -that the Spirit of Prophecy deſign'd the Fif- 
teens in the 1260, to which the Sebbarical, Iſraelitiſh and Apoſto- 
cal Numbers are ſo Eſſentially Related ;- and which ſerve to fo 
great Uſe in the Principal Intention of the Oath and of . the 
Prophecy, as we ſhall find hereafter. 

And as a further Aſſurance of the deep Inlay, and Interweay- 
ivg of the 1ſraelitich Apoſtolical twebve, and a Sabbattic ſeven, 
with the Fifteens of the 1260. The Total Summ of the' Fifteers, 
or indiFinns is Eighty Feur ; now the twelve and the ſeven Mul- 
tiplyed by one another make the juſt Eighty four, as the Eighty 
Four make rhe Twelve Hundred vixty, | 

4 When 
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. 4- When therefore we come to enquire into the whole Courſe 
of Hiſtorical Time, and to examine, where we” can find any Cha- 
.rafter of Time, that anſwers theſe very great Signatures of Time 
in Propheſie, diſtributed into Fifteens, and ſtyled by the name of 
Indiftions ; we find it in the Time of Conſtantine, Sirnamed the 
Great, when he had vanquiſhed the Pagan Tirannic Emperors, 
had made folemn Acknowledgment of Chriſt, and cauſed the 
Perſecutions upon Chriſtians to ceaſe ; then was T ime diſtribu- 
ted into Fifzeers, and the folemn Name of Indi#704s put upon 
them, as Peravims de DotFrina Temporum ſpeaks out of Onuphrim, 
even about the Time of the Aut#mnal Equinox. © In the Year of 
* common Account, 312, Izditions came into the uſe of Men, 
© and into Light, The Spirit of God, as ſeven Spirirs, and 
ſeven Eyes, ſent ont into all the Earth, governed to this very Time 
the Diſtribution of Time into Fifteers, and-to the putting the 
Name of /»di&ions on thoſe ſo diſtributed parts of Time, accord- 
ing to the uſe he had for them upon this Oath of Chrit. 

And becauſe they were to be of great uſe in his Kingdom 
throughout the whole Times and Half ſo Indi#ed, therefore he 
ordered.them to'be fo introduced by fo Eminent a Servant of, 
and Emblem of the K;agdow of Chri/?. 

And the very mention of the 1260 Days with the Mayly 
Birth canght up to the Throye of God, is a great Proof, He was the 
-erſon that Bore the Type of Chriſt /o caught up to the Throne of 
God, who ſo knownly brought in #di4:oxs found in the 1260 
Days. ' As ſoon as ever therefore his Victory over Pagan Tyrants 
and their "Tyranny, and the Ceſſation of Chriſtian Perſecutions 
was, the Crucified Jeſus was advanced on the Throne of the Ro- 
man Empire ; Then Ind:tions or Fifteens of Years are memoria- 
lizd for the 1260 Days, to ſhew whereabouts in Time they are 
to be looked after. 

I fay whereabouts, for indeed the /ndictions of the Oath did 
not begin with thoſe, yet an Eye is given of them from that 
very Time : {xdiftions and Fifteens were coming into daily 
Notoriety ; and the great ends of them in the Oath were 
Cy in view ; as ſhall be more abundantly Illuſtre- 
ted, 
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Now how Reaſonable, according to the Scriptures Expoſition 
of Prophecy, is it to be ſuppoſed, That the Supreme Government 
of the World takes care, that ſuch and ſuch things ſhould be done, 
That ſome Prophecy; correſpondent with them, ſhould be F»lIfiiled : 
Thus it took care, Aug/izs Ceſar ſhould Cenſe the World, every 
one in their own City, Luke 2.3,4. Mat. 2.6. that Chriſt might 
be born, according to Prophecy , in Bethlehem. Thus that the 
lame 4»29frs might be ſome Etmblem of the True Grand Prizce 


of Peace come into the World, Providence took care that an Uni- 


verſal Peace, and Oecumenic Empire ſhould have place in his 
Reign ; And thus it took care that an Account of Time by Fif- 
teens, and known by the Styl: of 1zd:ions, ſhould come in- 
to Publick Uſe ; that for Far Higher, and more Solid Indi4:ons, 
as an Harbinger, or Forerunner, 1t might prepare the way for 
Prophetic dit i075, and ferve as Indications, whereabout they 
are to be enquired after, and where to be found ; and where and 
when the very Service and ule of Prophetic Indittions was in 
Preparatiof for, and entring. | 

Now I moſt humbly Acknowledge, I cannot underſtand how 
Greater Prof can be Given ; Either that the Times aid Half 
are to be Looked for, after /»dictions came into uſe, and Light; 
or that Conſtantine, wi brought in [xdictions, is the very Per- 
ſon made uſe of, asa Type in the Viſto of the Marly Birth cought 
up to the Throne of God, in the Appearance of his Kingdom in the 
Chriſtian Empire, Secur'd, but Retir'd, as under the very Throze 
of God; Refſerv'd in a Miajeſtick Secrecy in Heaven, and No#- 
Appearance on Earth, Till after the Time of the Tzmes aud 
Half of Tndiction were pat, and the Ends to which they ſerved, 
were Fully Accom>lih'd. 

For the 1260 Peys made up fo of Fifteens, and Indictions 
are Nam'd i-the Viſion of the Manly Birth, caught up to the Throne 
of God, Conjtaatine is the Perſon that Tatroduced them ; there- 
tore he is the Type of the Manly Birth Caught up to the Throne of 
God. | 

Again, [ndiflions, and Meaſuring Time according to them, 
hath been proved to be plainly Predicted by this Prophecy, and 
Pointed unto : They muſt therefore be enquired after for the un- 
derſtanding Prophecy, when they Became Authentic, and Ratified 
in their public ule. But 
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But yet the /ndictions of the Prophecy are not therefore Neceſla- 
rily to commence at the ſame time, but may be very well tuppos d 
to be huiſher'd in, and waited for, according to their State and 
Dignity , and that preciſe Point of Time of their Beginning, 18 
to be further enquir'd after , and by other Indications ot the

ner of Aſſurance falling in, there is the Authority of the Di- 


vine Spirit alſo. 


When therefore we find ſo Great and Curious Engravings of 


the Holy Spirit of Prophecy upon theſe Indited Times and Zalf , 


meaſured out by Fifteens, into Twelve Hundred Sixty Days, it 
becomes neceſſary we ſhould ſearch the Word of God, to fee, if 
we can diſcover Any of his Footſteps in ſetting an Honour up- 
on the Number Fifteen ; which we find ſo plainly tobe the Num- 


- ber, into which Twelve Hundred and Sixty is to be divided, even- 
ly Down to its Fourth, or Quarter Part ; and each Part made up, 


Even, as the whole, of Even Eifrcers ; and in the 1333, there 
can be no Equal Diſtribution, but into Fifteers : Let's then try if

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| But that which is moſt Aſtoniſhing ; : This Number Seprempl:i- 
cated, or Seven-folded ; Take it either, as of puniſhing Iniquity, 
upon the Enemies of the Kzzgdom of Chriſt, till they are Ft- 
nally made his Foor/tool, and lie bound with Sathan ; or take itin the 
Sabbatice! Number , or as chaltifement on his own People;It Leads 
to the Great Sabbatiſm; It Amounts to Twerty Seven Hundred and 
Thirty , and let then theſe Three Hnndred and Ninety be Toyn'd by 
the Forty of bearing the Sin of the Houſe of Fudah, and the 2300 
till the Sax@»ary Juſtified, that ſo Great and Remarkable Period ; 
and they make the Twenty Seven Hundred and Thirty; and let theſe 
Twenty Seven Hundred and Thirty be computed, and. Diſtributed 
into their Equal Parts, and they alſo Fall into an Hundred Eighty 
Two Fifteeng, or Indictions ; which 1s a plain Demonſtration of 
the Reaton, why the Twelve Hundred Sixty are caſt into Jndzctions, 
ſeeing it is the Conſimilarity of the part, though the: moſt Emi- 
nently Indicted part, with the whole, and is alſo a Demonſtration, 
That: theſe Twenty Seven Hundred Thirty axe one continued Line 
from the Kingdom of David and Solomon, the Glorious Types of 
the Kingdom of Chrift ceafing, to the Glorious Kingdom of 
| Chriſt irfelf, Rong, Al is ſo Uniformly caſt into Indictions, or Fif- 
teens: And yet there is a Greater Solemnity of Indifting the 
Twelve hundred Sixty, by the very Name of Indiction, and with an 
Oath, and with the Iſraelizghh Apoſtolic Twelve, and the Sabbatical 
Number, fo to be multiplied one by another, which can be found 
inno other part of the 2730. as hath been before ſo largely infi- 
ſted upon. Now the Great Uſe of what hath been here Diſcour- 
ſed to the Arguing the Fourth Head; viz. whereabouts we muſt 
needs be as to the Timeof theſe Indiftions expiring, Follows. 


I pafs now therefore to a cloſer Conſideration of this Oath, and 
the 7imes given under the Seal of Indiction by it. Having ſhewn 
the Force of the Words, of the IndiQtionateneſs of them, I would 
now ſhew, That thefe Conſtituted Indicted Times are Prepared 
for very Great Ends; and that by comparing thoſe Ends with the 
Order of things in the Prophecy of the Revelation, Juſtified by the 
moſt Known Hiſtorical Matters of Fa; we ſhall be carried, as up- 
on the very Poirſt, where thoſe Ends entred, and ſo when the 
Times and Half Began, and conſequently where they are to _ ;

Horn 4n Daniel, Time, Times, and the Dividing of Time, for the 
Changing Times, and Laws, and the wearing out the Saints of the 
Moſt High, inthe Viſion of the Four Beaſts, Dar. 7.25, This 
Time then could not be Revers'd, Recall'd, or cut Short : This 
the Great Mediator knowing, would ngp, inRegard of the Truth 
of the Spirit of Prophecy, Alter ; | but conceding, and Allow- 
ivg that full Length, doth, as it were, fay ; I knowthereare ſuch 
Times and Half fixed, that I cannot ſhorten ; They are given to 
the Little Horn, Branded #he Beaſt, in the Revelation, the Pa- 
pal Antichriſtian Power, to wear out my Saints; I will therefore 
by my Solemn Oath Equal Times and Haff to them, that ſhall run 
along with chem, and be asthe Day, or Morning, putting outthe 
Night, and ſhall counrerwork them, and be an Antidote and Pres 
{ervative to my Saints, from their Poyſon ; and at length, prevail 
over them, astheBright Day over the Night. 


Now that our Mediator in his Prieſily Garments, full of Grace to 


his People, had ReſpeCt to thoſe Times and Half, Day. 7, we have

3. When the 7imes and Half, as Moons, or Time of the Night

| For I obſerve an Admirable Wiſdom of God, in making 
Recourſe in the Prophecy of the New Teſtament, and from 
what had been ſettled in the Old Tefftament, Deriving, as in 
moſt things, ſo in this the moſt Lively coniſ:z5, or Images 
of Prophecy; Thus, as the Anti-Chriſtian State is Branded, Falſe 
 Tudaiſm ; They ſay, They are Tews but are not, but do Lye, 
Rev. 2.9. C. 3.9. So Chriſtianity is Adumbrated, gor Repre- 
ſented by pure [1/rae/itiſm. 

That therefore, which I find appointed by God for this 
ſollemn Declaration of Time, was by Trumpets ; And for this, 
and other Ends Concurrent with it, There is a moſt expreſs 
Ordination of 7rumpets by a Poſitive, and Diſtin&t Law; and 
| one Principal End was the Publication of 7zdicred Time, Num. 
10.1. God Commanded Moſes, to make two filver Trumpets, and 
v.10. They were. to Blow the Trumpets on their Sollemmn Times, 
or Indicted Times, the very ſame Word uſed in the Oath, we 
are upon ; the Hebrew BIN ; And in. the Magth, wherein, 
as I before obſerved ; Chroxol2g y, and Hiſtory, Date the entrance 
of Isdictions, the Seventh Month, God Appointed the Feaſt of 
Trumpets on the Firſt, and it was a Peculiar Month of Blow- 
' ing the Trumpets for the Attonement, the Fubilce, the - Feaſt of 
Tabernacles ; In this very Month, as I ſhall further ſhew, is 
the true Epoch of Izdicied Times, | 

When therefore we have found the Words, for Indifted. 
Times are three Times ufed ; Indicted Time ; Indicted Times ; 
Indicted Half Time; and fo in the New Teſtament Prophecy ; 
and when we find in the ſame Prophecy, a Courſe, and ſeries 
of Prophetic, Myſtic Trumpets, with many Signatures of Rela- 
tion one to another, How can we, but conclude ! The Tram- 
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pets are prepar'd for the Indicting Time, or./Publication of they, 
ſolemn 1ndifled Times, and Haif of this Oath; and that the 
Times of the Trumpets, and theſe Times and Half are Con- 
figurated the one with the other, 


2. When we find, that to the Times, and Half is cloſe- 
ly Conjoynd by the Oarb, Finiſhing ; The Finiſhivg of 
Wonders is made Immediately ſubſequent to them ; And 
that it is by a Parallel Awful- 0azh, Sworn ; That in the 
Days of the Seventh Ange/, when He ſhall begin to ſoun 
The Myſtery of God ſhall be Finiſhed, as he had ſpokes in >, 
by his Servants, the Prophets, and more eminently, Dante!; 
hive we may certainly conclude, ſeeing the ſcattering of the 
Holy People Ends, where Finiſhing Begins, and Finiſhing Be- 

gins, where Scattering: Ends ; and that in_ the Days of the Se- 
venth Angel, when he ſhall found, Finiſhing Begins ; It is 
moſt Evident, and Undenyable, that the ſcattering the Power 
of the Holy: People, runs along the Six Firft Trumpets, and the - 
Times, and Haſff run throughout with them ; For the ſcatter- 
ing Accompliſhed cannot be ſeparated from the 7imes and ' 
Half, becauſe the 7imes and Z7alf are to be before the Fin- 
iſbing of Wonders, and the Accompliſhing to ſcatter muſt be 
before the Eniſhing ; So the one muſt end with the other ; .

ZH. 3. Having thus far ſettled the General End of the Oath, and 


its Indiftions, and the ſo plain Correlation of Trumpets, and 


Indictions, one to another ; I now proceed upon the Third 
Head, and therein- to ſhew, how the great Ends of Trum- 
pets deſign'd, and ordain'd by God, Agree with what the 
Prophecy of the New Teſtament, we are upon, hat: plaiely 
Repreſented ; by which we ſhall be able to make a turther 
Judgment on theſe Indicted Times in all Regards, and Parti- 
cularly on the Ends of Indifting Time. 


I. The Indifting certain Times, and Seaſons by Trumpets, 
was for the Calling of Solſemn Aſſemblies, and the Congre- 
gating of Jſrael ; according to the Inſtitution : Numb. 10. 2. 
Make thee two Trumpets of Silver ; That thou mayeſt uſe them 
for the Calling the Aſſembly; And when, Thos. ſhalt blow with 
them; All the Aſſembly ſhall Aſſemble themſebves to thee at the 
Door of the Tabernacle of the Congregation. And wv. 8. The Sons 
of Aaron, the Prieſts ſhall Blow with the Trumpets , And they 
ſhalt be to you for an Ordinence throughout your Generations, 
Even to the very longeſt State of pure Iſraeliriſm ; Accord- 
ingly we find the Blowizg « Trumper, and Calling a Soflemn .4/- 
ſembly Joyned, Foel 2. 15. x 

Now 1n a plain Allufion to this, Aſſoon, as ever Indicti- 
ons came, as before obſerv'd, into uſe, ' and Light "in the 
World at the Victory of Conſtantine over Paganiſm, in the 
Sixth Seal, and the Approach of the,Trumpets ſoundirfg un- 
der the Seventh Seal ;* There is a Congregation ready prepared 
of each of the twelve Tribes of Iſrael, Sealed, making up the 
144000 of All the Tribes of the Children of 1ſrael, ſerving God Day 
and Night; To render which the more Remarkable, John is 
made to hear their Number : IT heard (faith he ) the Number 
of them, fo many Thouſands according to the Thouſands of 1/- 
rael, which Conftituted the Congregation, to which God by a 
Sollemn Ordination was Beſeeched to Return, when the Ar#

Refted, Numb. 10.36. And as Iſrael was a People under the 
Seal of the Covenant, diſtioguiſhed from the Gent:les, a Pecult- 
ar or Sealed Treaſure, a Kjngdom of Prieſts, and a Holy Na- 
tion, Exod. 19. 5. So were the 144000, Revel, 7. 4 &%c 
Firſt ſettled, to Worſhip i» the Temple, as a Congregation of 
Prieſts, when the Gentiles were..about to enter into the Onrer 
Comt, and to Tread it under Foot in the time of the Arti- 
Chriſtian Apoſtacy 5 Theſe are they, who kept the Even, Juſt 
Iſraelttiſh, Apoſtolic, Four Square Twelve Thouſand, according 
to the Old Emblem of a Juſt Man, a Terg«ywG-, Throw 
them which way Men would ; They /till kept the Commana- 
ments of God, and held faſt the Teſtimany of Jeſus, whatever 
they ſuffered ; or according tothe Prophetic Emblem, were the mea- 
ſuPd Worſbippers in the meaſur'd Temple, not like the unmes- 
ſur'd Gentiles. And therefore among theſe, Dan and Ephraim, 
the Idolatronus Tribes in Jeroboams, and Ahabs Apoſtacy, the 
Type of the Anti Chriftian Apoſtaſy, have no Name; Levi for 
Das, and Joſephs Name is ſet for Epty «im ; Theſe have the Seal of 
the Living God only, as his Servants ſerving him ; and 
they have it on their Forheads both as ſecured, and ' as Re- 
ſerved, Hidden ones, Like thoſe Sabbatical Referved Seven Thou- 
ſand, who Bowed.not the Kyee to Baal in Elijahs Time, in the 
Forenam'd Apeſtaſy ; ſhut up and retir'd in the Temple ; where 
they Worſhip, as in a Solemn Aſſembly, but yet Hid under 
Anathemaes, and Excommunications, as Heretics ; till they ap- 
pear on Mount Zjon, with the Fathers Name Written lluſtri- 
oully oz their Forheads, and not as under a Seal! under the 
laſt Finiſhing Indictions of the Seventh Trumpet, Then ſhall 
they be as the Tribes going ap to Worſhip, without Fault be-' 
fore the Throne, not Defiled with Women, as Idolaters; How- 
ever Excommnnicated by Men, Redeemed from among Men, and 
from the Earth ; Then ſhall the Song, (as it were) a New Song 
becauſe ſo much loſt from Apoſtolical Tunes, be Sung ; The Tem- 
ple be open'd, -and the Ark of Teſtament, the True DoQrine of 
Redemption, and the 7abernacle of Teſtimony, the pure Wor- 
ſhip according to the Pattera of the Houſe, be ſeen. _ - 
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This is the fame Congregation, Firſt Sealed, then Written up- 
on, or {uperſcrib'd ; The Church of Chriſt Foznded oz a Rock, 
againſt which the Gates of Fell caunos prevail, and fo could: 
not all this Time of the Anti-Chriſftia» Apoſtacy prevail ; al- 
tho' they were not ſeen, becauſe in the Temple ſhut up by 
God , and caſt out by the AmtiChriſtian outward Court from 
their Communion ; Aﬀoon as ever therefore, The Gentiles, or 
Barbarous Nations under the Fir# Trumpet, as of War and 
Vengeance upon the Chriſtian, now Anti-Chriſtianizing Empire 
entred into the owter Comrt ; This Congregation tlus Fixed, and 
Prepar'd, Gathered into the /ymer Temple- ro Worſhip there, 
8s at the ſound of the Trumper, that called the 4fembly of 
Iſrael ; For the ſame Tramper ſerv'd to feveral Ends. 

This Congregation is made mention of in the Fifth Trumpet, 
with the Seal of God in their Forhend ; In the Sixth Trumpet,

Seventh Trumpet, entring as the 144000 on Mount Z7on, with 
the Lamb, in order to the Sabbattiſm of the Kjngdow of 
Chrift.

3- The Time of the Charches being in the Wilderneſs for

ral Jeruſalem, and Seventy Five at the End, for: Reſtoring Spirt: 
tual Feavenly Jeruſalem. To find therefore All this confirm'd by 
Arguments taken from 1nd:c7:ons, isa very high Confirmation of -- 
my Former Judgment ; andthat is what I now Propoſe; For ja ; 
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doing of which I ſhall lay this Foundation, vi. To ſettle the 
Laws and Rules of Judging by Indiftions. 


Rule xff.The Number of the wholeLine,tho not given Each Part 
in Fifteens,. yet being Juſt ſo many in 182 /ndi&1075,or Fifteens of 
Years,cannot be changed; ſo that to thruſt more into AnyPart,than 
will agree with the Whole, is conviac'd of Error and Falſhoud, 


Rule 2d. The Order of Each Part 1s fo ſetled, That as no part 
can break through that Firmament of Time before and after Chriſt; 
{o. the Order of the Parts on each ſide that Firmament, is lo fixed, 
that all Attempt toRemove Any. Part, is convicted of Violence, 
and Injury to the Whole. 


Rule 3d. What is givenin Indio», cannot be changed from 
the Indiftionfogiven.. Neither the 390, of Bearing I/rael's Sin, 
nor the 1260, nor the 75 of the 1260 made 1335, ma- 
king up 1725. given in Izdi#io0z. None of, theſe (being given ia 
perte& dition) can.Help the Want of the Numbers not given-in 
Indifion ; But. they:muſt help one another. 


T- Rule 4. The 40; the Weeks,or the 490, are given inJuſt Number, 

" but.not in Indi#ions,or Eifteens, the Time of the Words going forth 

: before the Weeks, the Time of the Seals aſter the Weeks, are nei- 
ther given in Fiftzeens, nor in Number ; Yet we know by the 
whole Line both of 2730, and of the 2300 Eves Mrs, they can- 
not be more or leſs than 475; Even as we know the whole Time 
not given in Fifteens is 1005. of which the 40, and 490, making 
530, the Remainder not given in Number, muſt be 475. and can- 
not be changed. 


Rule 5.The whole x0og,though not given in. »difions, making up 
the 18 2 /zdifions of the whole 2730, .muſt Lye in the Juſt Or- 
T der of Indictions ; and that we may know the Order of Each . 
Part, we muſt find it by the Law of 1ndictions.

Rule 6. The Law of Indictions requires, That Each Part ſhould be 
conjoyn'd with the other by connexion of Indzcrions,. and. that 
. what ;;

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what Part wants, the other Neareſt ſhould ſupply ; that there 
may bz connexion through the whole, and that the connexion 
may be ſuch, that the whole may Lie Even and Equal ins 
dictions, 

Rule 7.The Law both of the Orderand of the Number of Indic- 
7jons, requires, That as Little of Each of theſe ſhould be difturb'd 


- in their ſndicr:0val Frame, as is poſſible ; and it afſures us of both 


the Number of Years, and of the True Indictional Frame, when 
we find the Leaſt of ſuch Diſturbance or Alteration. 


Rule 8. Where there 1s the Greateſt Beauty in the whole Frame, 


there is alſo another Great Reaſon of Satisfa&lon concerning. both 
the Order and the Space of Time. 


According therefore'to theſe Rules, we ſhall find, This is the 
Order of each Part, and of the Indictionat Frame. * 


I. The Forty of the Bearing Fudah's Sin, neceſſarily needs 
Five, that it may come into 7ndictional Frame ; The Time of 
the words going forth, as next to it, Lends'it thoſe Five, and is 
thereby conneCtted toit: The want therefore , the Time of the 
words going (forth hath by the Lending of thoſe Five, is, with 
Leaſt Difturbance, ſupply'd by the Borrowing of Five from the 


490 of the Weeks ; and thereby the Time of the Words going forth, 
' aud of the Weeks, 1s connected. The 485 of the Weeks, lies all 


in Indifions, except the Five Supernumerary to the Inditional 
Frame 'in the 485, Thoſe Supernumerary Five are neceſſary to 
fill up. the Four Hundred of the Seals intq the [ndzional Frame; 
and to connect the Weeks, and the Four Hundred of the Sea/s one 
with another; And the Joynting every part of this Time, not 
given in Fifteens , or [ndiitiozs, one into another, and All into 


the Indiftional Frams, is ſo Admirable a Beauty, and Harmo- 
ny, as to aſſure, It is trom God, and not by any caſual Hitt of | 


Numbers, and humane Ingeny upon it. 


2, The very Entrance of the 23oo in an abſolute Indidtional 
Form of 75 Years, tho not by the Divine Sprrit given ſo, to bind 
it, but that it might Lend the Five; As it agreed in Number 


with

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with the 75 Years Ending; ſo that it ſhould Agree in Indio, 
« as we find it to do,'1s very Harmontous and Beautiful alſo. 


By this Account then of 7rdifjons, ſo Evident, Certain and 
Undeniable, we know the Firſt Year of Striftly Indified Time 
Began 1n the Four Hundred Thirty Eighth Year” of the Chriſtian 
Era, or Ann. Dom. 438. By the moſt Argued Computation 
of Indiftions, or Fifteens from that Year, we find Sixteen Hur- 
& dre# Ninety Seven is the Laſt Year of that ſtrictly Indifed 
Time, or the Laſt Year of the Eighty Four Tndiftions, into which 
1260 1s Diftributed; which having been ſo abundantly cleared,and 
being fo eafily found by Every Accountant, needs no more par- 
ticular Diſcuſſion upon it. 

According therefore to our General, and Vulgar Beginning, 
and Ending of Years, we ſhould be now in the Second Year 
of the Firſt of the /zdictions, or 'Fifteens, for finiſhing of Won- 
ders : But according to the True Prophetic Account of Begin- 
ning and Ending of Tears, not at the Vernal, but Autumnal E- 
quinox, ( as was before made Evident) it appears, That the 
Great Mediator cauſed Sacrifice to ceaſe by the Sacrifice of Him 
felf , VI&N.N, 3n the middle of the Week, The Week then 
; I conſiſting of Sevey Tears, the middle of the Week muſt be in 
# the middle of the Fourth Tear. Now the Time of the Death 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, being i» that middle of the week, and 
at the Paſſover, (the Beginning of the Sacred Tear) and near the 
Vernal Equinox; the Prophetic Account of the middle of the Year 
mult needs be according to the Civil Tear, Beginning and Ending 
about the Autumnal Equizox. , 

According to this Account therefore we are now not in the 
Second Year, but ſo much advanced in the Firſt Year of be [:- 
dictions of Finiſhing of VVonders, as from near , or about the 
Laſt Autumnal Equinox; near which Time, Indictions in the 
Publick Character of Time entred moſt Agreeably, as all Hiito- 
: i ry witneſſes: And ſo we are not in the Year 1699, but g8. 
and ſo to continue till the next Autumnal Equinox : So that we 
have to expe& what God will pleaſe to do yet, ere the End of 
this Firſt Year of the Indicted Time of Finiſhing,in Prophetic Conn, 
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k come therefore to the Second Particular under this Head ; Li 
That from the Solemnity of the Oath of Chriſt, the Accompliſhing of 
Scattering, or Diſſipating, the Hand tf the Holy People, or their 
Union, ana Power, and Authortty, in Holding forth the Teſtimony of 
Chriſt, and Keeping the Commanaments of God, mult needs very ſud- 
denly be at an end. . 

For the Oath of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, was here moſt Solemn: oh 
He Lifted up bot!; his Right Hand, and his Left Hand i» Heaven, 
and ſware by him that Liveth for ever, ii wire fThall be an 
Accompliſhment of, Bringing to En, or utter Conſumption of 
fo Scattering, as hath been explain'd : And. this Oa:7 is moft 
Solemnly Renewed, Rev.yo0.5. by Him that Liveth fo; *ver and 
Ever, who Created Heaven, and the Things that are th:rein, and 
the Earth, and the Tings that therei:: are : That '[ime, which -( as 
hath been expounded) moſt plainly Refers to Dar.7. 25. That 
the Time, Times, and the Dividing of Time, ſhould be xo longer, for 
the wearing out , or Scattering the Saints of the Moſt High ; but 
that in the Days of the Seventh Angel, All ſhould be. Finiſhed-: 
The Time therefore Given to the Lirtle Horw, and his wearing, 
or ſcattering, which, as was obſerved, muſt be Time at Lerge; —- 
but the Indicted Times of Finiſhing come on, and take the ſtrictly & | 
Indicted Times into Themſelves, that ſupported the witneſſes of 
Chriſt until Finiſhing Indiffed Times. | | | 

Now it being ſettled by the Two Immutable Things, the VVord 
and Oath of Chriſt, wherein it is #mpoſible for him to Lye; we 
ought to have frong Conſolation concerning the Relief of his ſuffer- 
ing Servants, and the coming forward of his Kjngadom , Railing 
Earneſt Deſire, Faith, Hope. Prayer. | | 

That which may be Raisd in Objection to the Hopes, and Ex- 
pectation upon theſe Grounds; I ſhall Addreſs to the Anſwer of, as 
the Laſt Part of the Diſcourſe. I come therefore to the next 
Branch of this Head ; Some obſervations on the Preſent Perſe- þ 
cution , Eſpecially in Fraxce; Giving Hopes, It may be the 
Laſt, X 

1. That which is Known to be the Moſt Holy and 'Wiſe Me- 
thoiof the Great Governour of the World, hath beenz to In- 
troduce his greateſt Deliverances of his People, and the contrary, | 
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Rune of his Enemies, upon his Permiſſion, and Judiciary giv- 
ing them. up to the letting out their Fury and Rage againſt his 
Truth, and Servants: No wonder then if ſo near fo great a chavge 
God hath pleas*d to order it ſo now. 

2. God hath alſo at ſuch Times Raiſed up ſome Potent Priace, 
tull of Pride, and Havghtineſs, and Helliſh Zeal againſt his Pure 
Worſhip and Ways, as Pharaoh, Sennacherib, Nebuchadnezzar, 
Herod, Dioclefian, and fo at this time the French Monarch ; That 
his Power upon, and againft them, might appear- more Illuftrt- 
OUS, 

2. It is particularly foretold, before the Days of the Seventh 
Trumpet ; The Witneſſes ſhall have a mighty Reſurrection from a 
State of Death, and the Rejoyci»g of their Enemies over them, 
when Dead. 

4. That which is above All, is, That though there have been 
great Perſecutions, and like Concarrence off Circumſtances,with one 
another, that may not have been followed with ſo great Deliver- 
ances; yet there bave been None, that have been ſo Adjuſted to the 
Time of Deliverance, as this, that have not been followed with 
Deliverances. Thus the Time was ſet for Deliverance from E- 
2ypt, and it was obſerved zo the very ſelf-ſame Day. Thus Deli- 
verance from Babylon was upon Daniels Supplication at the Time, 
Immediately Anſwered by the Decree coming forth. This gives 


me Boldneſs and Aſſurance, That this Year, {o Demonſtrated to 


be the Firſt Tear of the Firſt Finiſhins Indiftions, ſhall nor paſs 
without ſome of the Wonders of his K/ngdom Appearing. 

s. The Earneſt Crys to Heaven, That This Perſecution Raiſes 
from Thoſe, who are K;led all theDay long ,and are Acconnted as Sheep 
for the Slaughter, and yet will not deal Fallly, in the Goſpe/-Covenant 
allures ; God will hear their Cry, and Save them : The Spirit of Lite 
from God ſhall enter into them, and cauſe them to ſtand upon their 
Feet ; ſeeing he hath ſealed them, ſupported them with Fidger 
Manna, given them power to prophecy. : 


4. The Fourth Particular under this Head ; What Wonders 
are Sworn to be Finiſhed? 1 will only Anſwer in General, Whatever 
ſpeaks the firſt Opening of the Kingdom of Chriſt, in the Glory of 
his Goſpel, and Witneſſes in the Univerſal Preaching of it: and 
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Bringing the Ends of the Earth to ſee the Salvation of God ; the Re- 
moving the Impyſtures of Autichriſtianiſm, Mahometaniſm, Paga-- 


niſm, and even Judaiſm ; and ſo the Glory of the Senftuary, and 
Temple, the Glorious « qurienge of Chriſt's Coming, and of his 
Saints with him; Theſe are the Wonders , for the finiſhing of 
which we wait, and earneſtly pray for it, as that which ſhall be 


much greater, than we can either conceive, orexpreſs. 


s. I come now to the Laſt Head of this whole Undertaking, 
viz. The General Argument enforcing the whole, under which I 
will reduce what of Objection,can be Levied againſt it. 


The Argument 1s this: Here is Apparently, and Undeniably, 


fo Even Stupendious a Frame of a Scripture Prophetic Lin: of 


Time, ſupported by ſo great Configurations of Prophecy, Hiſtory, 


Chronology ; and ſo curious a Frame, even Arithmetically demon- 


firated beyond all poſſible Denial; I would then propoſe to 
any conſidering Mind, whether they can Believe, Theſe things 
ſhould be found out in Scripture by any underſtanding, or ſearch 
of Man, that were not laid there, and delign'd to be there by the 
Divine Spirit, that Laid them there. Letany one ask himſelf, whe- 
ther ſuch a Number as Thirteen Hundred Thirty Five, to ſuch an 
Exacneſs, that they cannot be diſtributed into any other even 
Numbers, but Fifteexs ; not ſo much as into Tens, only Fives, 
which muſt needs be found in Fifteen, was not intended. 


Luſtres,which werea CharaQter of Time,of Long Uſe,confiſting 


of Fives of Tears, are compriz'd in Indidtions, or Fifteens of Tears, 


in their Triplicated Number; Andit both Illuſtrates, and ſtreng- 
thens what was juſt now Laid down , concerning the Connexion 
of thoſe parts of the Line of Time, not given in 1»didtions; That 
they are Joyn'd together by Three Fives, or One Indiction; So 
that the want of being given in {»4iction, is made up by One 74- 
diction, made up of 7 hree Fives, that All thereby might be made 
perfect Indiction. 


Now that theſe ſo Admirable Correſpondencies, and interwea- 


 vings ſhonld be found by any Humane Reſearch, and Diligence, 


and the Holy Spirit know nothing of them, who can Believe ! 
Except One who 1s Refolv'd not to obferve; much more, that in 
as Admirable a Proportion and Harmony , Divine Providence 


ſhould 
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ſhould have Ledalong a Train of Events, Agreeing with them in 
the Greateſt Changes, and Revolutions of the World ; and. yet 


_ that All ſhould depend upon any kind of Endeavour of a Finite 


Underſtanding, and not upon him, who in all his Word Callerh 
the End from th? Beginning, 1s (o Irreconcilable with Sober Rea- 
ſon, that I will not farther enlarge upon it. 


Secing therefore we find fo conſtant an high Senſe of the- 


Word, here uſed for Times and Half, and with ſo Particular Re- 
gard to the Completory Deliverance of the Xjox of God, as Pſal. 


102.13. The Time'to favour her, the Ser'7ime is come ; the 


very word here us'd ; and Dax. 11.35. The End of all the Try- 
al, and Purgation, and making Pure, and White of the Wiſe, 
the Witneſſes of Chriſt, who have unde: ſtanding to inſiruct many 
who Wir many to. Rizhieouſneſs, who ſhall ſhine as Stars in the 
Firmament , Who ſhall Appear in White Robes, in Linen White 
and Clean, as Prieſts and Kyngs waſhed in the Blood of the Lamb ; 


This End is expreſſed by this very Word. Theſe Two Scriptures 
I ſubjoyn at the laſt to All that went before, The Time of this 


End is NyWD, an Appointed, or Tidicted T ime. 
And to conclude the Argument, I find, as Divine Providence or- 
der?d the Entrance of Indicted Tim, as a Public CharaCter of Time, 


_ as before obſerved, near the Autumnal Equinox ;{o the Great Things - 
he hath done for the Kzugdom of Chriſt, have been near that time: - 


The Great Victory of Conſtantine over Paganiſm, enter*d on that 
time, and the CharaQter of 1»dictions Founded upon it. - Theodo/1ze5 
the Great, his Victory over Heatheniſm, attempting Re-Aſcenden- 
cy, was near the ſame time :. The Appearanceof ' Luther, in his 
public opening the Reformation, wasabout the ſame Time; and near 
the ſame Time was the very Adorable Reſcue of theſe Nations from 
Popery (in the laſt Eighty Eight,) Aſpiring to Gallican Monarchicneſs, 

Now as to the Obje&tions that T know wilt Ariſe, Such as, Of that 
Day and Hour, &c. The Father hath Set-Times and Scafons in his 
own Power. This Search into T:mesof Prophecy is Prying into the Ark, 
aud Intrading into Things that cannot be kaown. Theſe, and ſuch 


like Thaveoiten at large Anſwered heretofore, fromthe great Duty - 


of Searching All Scripture, and particularly Prophetic Scriptare; 


wherein the Holy Oneof Iſrael is not limited, but as he cannot deny - 


As. 


Himſelf, but 22agnifes bis Word above all his. Name. 
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As to the Incertaintys of Chronology, Thave ſufficiently guarded a- 
gainſt Any,'that'can be of great conſideration by the very Scheme 
of Indictions. Such a (mall Variation as in the 480 Years, between 
the coming out of Egyp7 in the Firlt Month, and the Beginning to 
==" Temple in the Second Month, 1 Kzngs 6. 1. May be Al- 

owed. 

As for All Sinfuland Unjuſt Cavilsggainſt the Holy Word of God, 
they muſt not diſconrapge us, that we ſhould not draw Water with 


. . Joy out of the Wells of Salvation: For fo All the Freedom God 


hath given us in his Word, would be taken away, even in any of 
the moſt neceſlary points of Salvation. | 
But as all the moſt Excellent Frames of either Doctrine,or Wor- 
(hip, or PraQtice,ſhew the pure Fountain, from wizence they derive; 
{o rhe moſt AdmirableSchemes according to Prophecy, are wholly 
owing to Prophecy, without which they had never been Found, or 
Thought of : Could ever ſuch a connexion of zdictions, ſuch Con- 
figurations of Proghney and'Providence, ſuch Agreements of Time,and 
Numbers of Time, have come ſo much as into Imagination,had they 
not been given us in the Holy Oracles? And I cannot but humbly 
hope, All Re-ſearches into Scripture, tho with Weakneſs, are far 


Better than to negleC theſe Searches; and Declaring them brings - 


more*Gloryto God, than Silence. = 

It is true, The Ways of God are in the Deep Waters ; There are 
Great Provocations of Churches,that may make Himto let themKzow 
his Breach of. Promiſe,and to Delay his Bringing them into theLand 
of Promiſe, as he ſpeaks, Numb. 14. 34- | 

Batall Theſe; notwithſtanding our Weakneſs and Darkneſs, not- 
withſtanding our Provecations; if we wait upon the Lord Ged of the 
Holy Prophets, inhis Sure Word of Prophecy ; we ſhall findit a Lzght 
ſhining in the Darkeſt place ; and that no Prophecy of Scriptare 1s 
of-Reſerved Interpretation. According, therefore to this, I am 
Humbly Bold to ſtir up All to wait upon the God of Judgment ; That 
this year being the Firſt of zhe Indictions of Finiſhing, he would, 


according to the Solemn Oath of the Great Mediator, put .a final 


End to:the [cattering of. the Power of the, Hely People ; and that 
the. Wonders of bis Kingdom may be in Finiſhing till they are Fi- 
niſhed. ; 4 NO5s
